Old Polar Mystery 
Seen in Ice Island 
At Top of World 


WASHINGTON —Lieut. Col, 
Joseph O. Fletcher, U.S.A.F., Writ- 


ing, in the National Geographic 
magazine, says Fletcher's Ice 
Island, the drifting Air Force base 
at the top of the world, may have 
been Admiral Peary's mythical 


Crocker Land, never sighted’ again 


after the man who first reached | 


the North Pole “discovered” it in 
1906. 

Fletcher's Island and others like 
it could have been responsible for 
Keenan Land, President’s Land 
and other nonexistent places set 
down on maps of the Arctic by 
early explorers. 

“No discredit reflects upon the 


brave and experienced Arctic ex- } 


plorers of another day,’’ Colonel 
Fletcher says, ~ 


“Men of the Air Force can tes- j 


tify that ice islands closely resem- 
ble land, particularly when the 
viewer is walking around on one 
on a summer day.” 

Even radar was fooled by these 
150 to 200 foot thick masses of 
fresh-water ice rising distinctly 
above the surrounding salt ice of 
the Arctic pack, In fact, the first 
known ice island, one similar to 
Fletcher's, was reported as new 
land by the airborne radar opera- 
tor who found it. 

Colonel Fletcher has established 
that the ice islands broke from a 
thick glacial shelf, part of an age- 
old icecap, anchored to the north- 
ern coast 
Once a piece of shelf breaks off 


it becomes an island that can drift | 


at the mercy of wind and tide in 
a clockwise sweep around the 
western sector ‘of the polar basin. 
It disintegrates hardly at all in the 
cold polar seas, 


Japan Faces Big 
Population Problem 


TOKYO—Japan faces one of the 
greatest population problems of 
any country in the world today. 

The average population density, 
particularly in the lowland regions, 
is high. The density, to the square 
mile of arable land is the highest 
in‘ the world—3,000, compared with 
2,440 in Britain and 240 in the 
United States. 

The problem is bound to be- 
come more acute through the 
years as the population is in- 
creasing constantly and rapidly. 

The question of food becomes of 
the greatest importance from the 
standpoint of the nation as well as 
that of the individual. 


Since the food value derived 
from a given amount of grain is 
several times greater than that 
of milk or meat produced by feed- 
ing the;same amount of grain to 
animals, Japanese farmers do not 
raise livestock on a large scale. 
The nation depends on fish to meet 
the requirements of protein. The 


per capita consumption of fish : 


is sixty pounds a year. 

Fortunately the shallow Japan 
Sea and the lace-like coastline, 
dotted with hundreds of islands 
and harbors, provide exception- 
ally good fishing grounds. 


Oklahoma Cop Spots 


Speeders From Air 

OKLAHOMA CITY—If you are 
speeding in Oklahoma you need to 
look out for more than just patrol 
cars. Lt, Art Hamilton, a highway 
patrolman, catches speeders the 
easy way—from an airplane. 

Hamilton is the official pilot of 
the Oklahoma patrol’s light traffic 
plane, which first went into serv- 
ice in 1949 as an aid to prevent 
traffic jams. 

Before long, showever, he was 
radioing information on traffic vio- 
lations—such as passing on hills 
and curves—to ground units. Of- 
fending motorists were flabber- 
gasted, to put it mildly. c 

To catch speeding automobiles 
he clocks them over a measured 
course with a stopwatch and con- 
verts the reading into miles per 
hour. For mileage, he uses the 
one-mile section-line roads that 
crisscross Oklahoma like a waffle. 


Palomino Breeders 
Have Stiff Standards 


WASHINGTON—No bluebook of 
high society ever set stiffer stand- 
ards of entry than those of the 
register of palomino horses. 

A true palomino, today’s rules 
specify ‘‘the body color must not 
be more than three shades lighter 
or darker than a newly minted 
gold coin, The mane and tail must 
be white, silver, or ivory, with not 
more than 15 per cent dark hairs 
in either.” 

White stockings and a forehead 
blaze of white can set off the 
proud golden coat. But woe betide 
the errant palomino with a hint of 
zebra stripes on its legs or a dark 
stripe down its back. These mark- 
ings disqualify for registration.

Granted, we 
Shall never see an ideal world this 
side of heaven;- granted, we shall 
be imperfect persons as long as we 
live in this world. It is still possi- 
ble—more than that, it is impera- 
tive, a '‘Must,''—for Christians to 
work and plan in the direction of 
the world of God's ideal, 


* * * 


Salt And Light 
| The first thing we can do, odd 
as it may sound, is not to do any- 
thing, but to be something, Jesus 
spoke to his disciples—and to us— 
in terms of salt 
and light. Now salt § 
and light do not do 
\ anything, or rath- 
er what they do 
depends entirely 
on their being what 
; they are. If salt 
could change its 
mind and decide 
to be pepper or 
sand, no cook 
would want it. If 
an electric light could change itself

into a doorknob, it would cause no 
end of trouble. The salt doesn’t 
rush around doing something, it 
just is salt, the light is light. Salt 
and light are alike in this: there 
is no real substitute for either one. 
So there is no substitute .for real 
Christians in this world. They are 
alike also in that they do whatever 
good they do, by contact. Salt in a 
shaker, light in a steel box, are of 
no use. So the Christian to be of 
use in the world must not shrink 
from contact with it. 
Furthermore, salt and light are 
alike in that they must not be 
too prominent. No one cares for 
Over-salted food or glaring lights. 
So a Christian who is: like a Phari- 


see, wearing his virtues on his 
chest like a string of medals, is a 
nuisance to all concerned. But still 
it is true that the first and most 
constant service which every 
Christian can_render in this con- 
fused sad world, is simply to be 
as good a Christian, as faithful a 
representative and servant of 
Jesus Christ he can possibly be. 
* . * 


Helping Others 

Another thing that God’s new 
men can do, a thing which can re- 
make the world and in many re- 
spects has been re-making it,—a 
thing that sounds simple but which 
calls for a great deal of thought 
and planning, is this: just helping 
other people. 

The New Testament makes it 
quite clear that an un-helpful 
Christian is hardly a real Chris- 
tian at all. Naturally, not all Chris- 
tians have the same opportunities. 
A little girl just entering the first 
grade can help her classmates and 
the teacher; but the teacher if she 
is a good one,. can help all the 
class even more. The principal of 
the school, by selecting good teach- 
ers, can by his skill in judging 
people help every pupil in the 
school. The members of the school 
board by picking good principals 
can help the whole school system. 

A boy on a farm 
does not have the same opportu- 
nity to be helpful that he would 
have if he had been appointed 
Secretary of State. But a Christian, 
whether his zone of operations is 
a farm or the world, can always 
find ways of “going about doing 
good’’ as the Master did. 


. * * 
Winning Others 
There is one thing that most 


Christians do not do, which—if 
they only went at it with any en- 
thusiasm—would spread their light 
farther than any other one thing. 
(We bear in mind that if a Chris- 
tian has any light, it is because 
Christ shines through him.) If it 
is true that the ‘better world;”’ 
even if only a little better, can 
come to pass only as personalities 
are changed into the likeness of 
Christ, then the best thing a Chris- 
tian can do toward a better world 
is to win others to his own Saviour. 
Saint Paul no doubt was helpful to 
others by the tents he made, for 
We can scarcely imagine him turn- 
ing out shoddy or bungled work. 
He was more helpful still by 
“growing in grace”’ ‘and shining 
as a true Christian character. But 
was there any service he perform- 
; ed which meant as much to him, 
} in satisfaction, or to the world, by 
way of improvemeni, as the serv- 
ice he rendered in winning men 
from the kingdom of darkness to 


the kingdom of light?

Mr. X’ to Get 
Unique Watch: 


LUCERNE, Switzerland — Six 
years ago a Swiss watchmaker 
received this letter: 

“Y would like to place a stand- 
ing order for one watch a year. 
Each watch must be original in 
movements and design — there 
must be no other watch in the 
world like it, When you complete 
each watch, you must tear up the | 
plans. You needn't tell me about ' 
each watch in advance. I want 
each to come as an annual sur- 
prise. And never mind the cost,’* 

‘Mr. X' as the writer is known 
has received a watch each year 
since the order was placed. 

The latest watch required 18 
months to make. It {s a pocket 
model, with a Viking Ship repro- 
duced on the dial in platinum set 
with 57 diamonds. A platinum oar 
is suspended from each side of 
the ship. At the touch of a button, 
the oars flip up. The left oar slides 
up a scale indexed from 1 to 12 to 
give the hour, and the other one 
ascends a scale marked 0 to 60 
to record the minute. 

Every one of the six have been 
unique and the watchmaker has 
destroyed the designs so the 
watches can not be duplicated, 


Tile Bathrooms 
Are Not So New 


\ 

\ 

| WASHINGTON—Tile bathrooms 
are not as new as many people 
believe. In fact, they were fea- 
tures of Greek homes as far back 
as 432 B. C. 

Archeologists report they have 
not only found tile bathrooms, but 
individual home designs closely 
resembling present-day ramblers. 
In a typical Olynthian dwelling, 
the single, ground-level floor was 

| divided into three or more rooms 
opening on a long portico, which 
in turn opened on a court. 

The bathroom was much large 
than present-day models and dif- 
fered further in that it provided 
only those facilities which the 
name properly implies. A terra- 
cotta tub, shaped like a Victorian 
hip-bath, was built in the floor: 
At its foot a circular depression 
held water to be dipped over the 
bather. Tiling surrounded the tub, 
and a drain carried off the water. 

Private homes in Olynthus were 
fashioned from adobe brick, tem- 
perature—anrd sound-proof. The 
city’s streets were straight and 

‘ broad, intersecting at regular in- 
es to enclose blocks 300 feet 
{ 
| 


long by 120 wide. Each block con- 


tained ten houses, five on either 
side, divided by a narrow alley. 
Each house with patio, was about 
60 feet square. 


Seventeen Year Locust 


Are Harmless Insects 

WASHINGTON — The 17-year 
locust which recently appeared 
again is a relatively harmless in- 
sect, the Department of Agricul- 
ture reports. 

Contrary to general belief, the 
department says, the insect does 
not destroy crops. This belief ap- 
parently started because early 
colonists mistook the cicadas for 
the Biblical ‘‘locust’’—a species of 
grasshopper—that ruined crops in 
ancient Egypt. 

The cicada does not feed on 
foliage of any kind. It spends its 
five to six weeks of life above- 
ground in singing, lovemaking and 
laying of eggs for a new genera- 
tion that will appear 17 years or 
so later, 

What damage they do is large- 
ly caused by the female in making 
injurious punctures in twigs and 
limbs of trees and bushes with its 
egg-laying apparatus.
